HOG PRODUCTION COSTS: 

A recent release on the sub- 
ject by Mr. Charnetski provides 
some interesting statistics. Mr. 
Charnetski took as his example 
| a 42-sow unit marketing over 600 
pigs per year. Feed costs were 
based on the actual market price 
received by farmers and all oth- 
er production costs such as la- 
bour, depreciation, interest on 
investment, veterinary fees and 
medicines were included. 

Receipts were based on a price 
of $21.50 for A’s, $20.50 for B’s 
and $18.50 for C’s. It was assum- 
jed that.a reasonably good oper- 
ator should produce 35% As, 
59% B’s and 6% C’s. 

With this basis it was found 
that the operator’s labour earn- 
ings would be $7.46 per pig 
without including the grade bon- 
uses or $8.75 when the bonuses 
were included. Anyone wanting 
a copy of this release can get one 
from this office.

: News Teens, 
From Edmonton 


By Ken Mason 


EDMONTON— Everything is 
in readiness for Thursday’s op- 
ening of the fifth session of the 
13th Alberta Legislature. 

And from all indications, it 
will be a lively session. The gov- 
ernment’s five-year development 
plan shapes up as the biggest 
single issue, and is likely to fig- 
ure in most of the debates. 

Lending added significance is 
the possibility that this session 
may be the last of the current 
legislature. If the political pun- 
dits are right, there'll be a gen- 
eral election sometime in the 
coming year. And this will un- 
doubtedly mean a heavy increase 


. in the political content of House 


debates. 

Here are some of the high- 
lights of the Legislative program 
the government is ‘expected to 
introduce: 

1. An all-time record ‘provin- 
cial budget of around $300,000, 
000, exceeding the previous re- 
cord of $285,000,000 set two 


“ years ago. The increase will be 


due almost entirely to greater 
departmental spending resulting 
from. the five-year plan. 

2. Legislation to expand the 
scope of the revitalized Municip- 
al Finance Corporation, author- 
izing it to lend money for school 
and hospital as well as municip- 
al capital works. 

3. A bill designed to bring 
nursing home care for chronic 
patients within the existing pro-' 
vincial hospital insurance plan. 
The government proposes to 
build 35 or. 40 nursing homes, at 
a cost of around $15,000,000. 

4. Introduction of government 
-guaranteed farm home improve- 
ment loans, The government will 
gurantee £0 per cent of interest 
and principal on loans to a maxi- 
mum of $2,000. 

5. Amendments to the . Ve- 
hicles and Highway Traffic Act, 
increasing speed limits to 65 
m.p.m. on. four-lane highways 
and divided highways. 

6. Establishment of a separ- 
ate department of labor,.and ap- 
pointment of a minister to head 
it. 

7. A bill to launch an expand- 


‘ed scholarship program, which 


will cost more than $1, 000,000 a 
year and guarantee every de- 
serving student a university ed- 
ucation. 

There also will be budget ap- 
propriations to launch the first 
“special project” of the five-year 
plan—the building of 54 homes 
for the aged throughout the pro- 
vince at an estimated cost ot 
$16,000,000. 

Traditional pomp and _ cere- 
mony was to mark Thursday’s 
opening..A 15-gun vice-regal sa- 
lute was to boom out across the 
North Saskatchewan River val- 
ley as Lieutenant-Governor Bow- 
len arrived to open the session 
and read’ the Speech from the 
Throne giving the usual sketchy 
vutline of the government's ee: 
islative program. 

On Friday, Dr. W. W. Cross, 
former health minister, will move 
the reply to the governor’s 
speech. It will be seconded, by 
George Bell, ‘Social Credit MLA 
for Gleichen. 

The following Monday, W. J. 
Grant MacEwan, Calgary, will 
make his debut as newly-elected 
Liberal party leader and launch 
the Throne Speech debate. 


There'll be another new party. 
‘ leader in the House this time. Died 


is W. J. C. (Cam) Kirby, Red 
Deer, elected last fall to head 
the Progressive Conservative.

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WHAT YOU SHOULD KNOW 
ABOUT FURNITURE: 

Learn to distinguish between 
solid woods and finishes. A cheap 
wood is often finished to look 
like higher priced walnut or ma- 
hogany. Hardwoods wear best, 
have beautiful grains that take 
good finishes. The most fréquent- 
ly used are walnut, mahogany 
and birch. 

Here are some ideas that will 
be of help to you: 

1. Choose your store carefully. 
A reliable store with a good rep- 
utation is your best guide to con- 
fident shopping. 

2. Look around to see what 
prices are available. 

3. Know the size. of the piece 
you will need. 

4. Avoid a “dipped finish” 
(Icoks almost as if it’s painted) | 
as it does not stand up so well. 
A varnished or oiled finish is 
best. 

§. Examine furniture 
good light. 

The light of a piece of furni- 
ture depends on its construction. 
Since a great deal of this is hid- 
den or is not apparent it is most 
important that you learn a few 
details to help you compare qual- 
ity workmanship with. badly 
built items. 

JOINTS: See how the legs are 
attached on chairs and tables. 
Daweled or mortise and tenon 
joints are the strongest and best 
construction here. Nails are used 
in lower price furniture instead 
of screws and joints. 
CORNERS: The corners of 
chairs and tables should be re- 
inforced underneath with blocks 
of wood—glued in, they should 
be reinforced by screws as well. 
TABLE TOPS: As well as be- 
ing glued to the base, a.table top 
should be attached with screws 
or steel clips to anchor it to its 
base. 

DRAWERS: The strongest and 
best drawers have dovetailed 
joints and a centre glide under- 
neath. The inside of the drawer 
should be finished with shellac 
or wax to seal the wood and pro- 
tect it from dust and moisture. 

' HIDDEN PARTS; © The back 
and underneath of good furniture 
should also’ be well’ sanded and 
finished. On very cheap furni- 
ture the backs of chests are of- 
ten just pieces of cardboard, 
stapled on. . 

TESTS YOU CAN MAKE 

IN THE STORE: 

1, Slide the drawers to see that 
they. move easily without stick- 
ing. Pull at one end, if they are 
well balanced they need not be 


in a 


smoothly. 

2. Make sure doors close easi- 
ly, don’t stick, that the edges fit 
without sagging. 

3. Never buy a sofa or a chair 
without sitting in it. Even good 
ones may be a bit too small to be 
comfortable. 

4. Rub your fingers over the 
concealed parts—inside of draw- 
ers, inside frame, underneath 
back. You may feel roughness 
You cannot see, and the smooth- 
ness and finish of these parts is 
a good indication of the quality 
of the furniture you are buying. 

Furniture featuring simple 
lines are your best buy. Fad and 
very decorative pieces not only 
cost. more and lose style quick- 
ly but are harder to take care of.

‘ \ classics but more often than not 
they are tuner which have come 
from recent and not so -recent 
stage shows and movies and have 
at first glance only theiry universal 
appeal in common, 

. However, closer examination 
brings to light several other com- 
mon points. One is that these 
tunes though sometimes quite 
.@lementary are invariably well 
constructed and more often than 
mot 4re_ beautifully arranged. 
Another is that these tunes were 
originally sung or played by es- 
tablishing artists who more or 
Jess set the pattern for the per- 
formance of ‘these songs by others. 

Not least in the recommenda- 
tion of these songs is‘ the fact 
that despite their gencral status 
@s popular songs they were never- 
theless. performed, arranged or 
conducted by some of the world’s 
greatest artists. 

In a way these “Best Loved 
Melodies” represent CFQC’s music 
policy. We felt that it was wrong 

_ that the sort of thing generally 

. found in the “Top Hundred” and 
strangely condoned by the C.B.C, 
on the “Cross Canada Hit Par- 
ade,” should be allowed to ex- 
clude these beautiful songs to a 
point where a generation grew up 
unaware of their existence.

European oysters

A “hopeful” survival rate of 50 
percent has been achieved by Eu- 
ropean oysters introduced to Can-|- 
adian Atlantic waters in efforts to 
increase the number of Canadian 
oyster beds. 

The fisheries research board re- 
‘ported that the European oysters, 
obtained in North Wales, had 
managed to survive through the 
Canadian winter in large numbers 
and had shown “excellent growth” 

4 over a six-month period. 

They were located at various 
places in the Maritime Provinces. 

The native Maritime oyster sur- 
vives only on certain areas of 
‘warmer water such as the Bay of 
Chaleur, Northumberland Strait 
and the Bras d’Or Lakes in Cape 
Breton.

Allan Lister Samuel Brown, 
mover of the address, was elected 
to the Saskatchewan Legislature 
first in 1944. Since, he has carried 
the banner of the CCF party suc- 
cessfully for his fourth time, hav- 
ing been re-elected in 1948, 1952, 
and again in 1956. . 

Mr. Brown was born in 1917 at 
Réadiyn. He was educated at a 
rural school and at the University 
of Saskatchewan from which he 
graduated with a diploma in agri- 
culture in 1939. At that time he 
was awarded the university medal 
for general proficiency. 

He has played an active part in 
the life of his community, having 
been a member of the board of di-| 
rectors of the Readlyn Co-opera- 
tive Association. He also served on 
the local credit union: board. From 
1941 to 1943 he was a wheat pool 
delegate, resigning when he receiv- 
ed the CCF nomination for Ben-| | 
gough. On first entering the legis- | § 
lature in 1944 he was the youngest 
legislator in the house. 

Mr. Brown is remembered for 
the masterful manner in which he 
has handled. resolutions in the 
house, drawing attention to the 
problems being faced by farmers 
and agticulture ‘generally. * He 
comes by his intimate knowledge 
of farm problems through first- 
hand experience. His parents pion- 
eered and homesteaded on the site 
of :their present farm, which is 
part of nine quarters now-operat- 
ed by Allan. '° 

During his 14 years in the leg- 
islature, Mr.. Brown has been one 
of the most consistent and, con- 
scientious workers. He holds an 
almost perfect record for caucus 
‘and committee meetings. Follow- 
ing the, 1948 election he was elect- 
ed deputy chairman of the caucus, 
Since, he has served as chairman 
of the public accounts committee 
and as a member of the private 
bills, privileges and elections and 
crown . corporation “committees.

THE CFQC RECORD LIBRARY 


In this article-:I should like to. 
acquaint you, the listener, with 
the Record Library which is the 
source of all or nearly all the 
music to which you listen on 
your radio. Because of its size 
and variety, the operation and 
maintenance of the library is 
one of the most important and 
exacting jobs on the station. 
This position is very capably 
handled by the librarian, Mrs. 
Eleanor Cailes, who is by musi- 
cal training and experience un- 
usually well qualified. 

Eleanor Cailes began her train- 
ing with piano lessons at the 
age of three and these lessons 
were continuous till she reached 
the age of 15.. At the age of 
eight she became a member of a 
church choir and began formal 
singing lessons at 14, She also 
studied. ‘theory for two years 
from the age of 11 to 13. She 
received her L.A.B. from the 
Royal Schools of Music, London, 
England. A six year period in 
England for study whereupon 
she returned to Canada and did 
CBC. work from Calgary, going 
from there to Vancouver, where 
she did more CBC appearances 
and solo work in Churches. She 
also founded the Clef Society 
which is still very active in 
music development doing such 
things as providing scholarships 
each year and promoting music 
appreciation generally. Since her 
coming to Saskatoon, Eleanor 
Cailes*has been active as a solo- 
ist, music teacher, choir leader

Shipping off tapes and record- 
ings to different stations, large 
and small so that they can use 
them on schedule, gives.me quite 
a sense of adventure and effi- 
ciency. Once taped programs 
have’ been played it is my re- 
sponsibility to see that they are 
returned to their owners. One of 
the most important duties is see- 
ing that the programs, themes 
and commercials are in the Con- 
trol’ Room ready for the an- 
nouncers and operators. From 
this you might take it that I 
choose all the music on -the air. 
In some stations this is so, but 
not in CFQC. I am responsible 
for some of the music, played; 
and try to be ready with sug- 
gestions when they are needed. 

Earlier I mentioned the new 
releases. After auditioning these 
are numbered according to their 
category and then have to be en- 
tered in the files in guch a way 
that anyone can find them, s0
